the world for this organization. 



2 . taring the course of this conversation, it was decided that 
an Zl CD ) l ane would be chartered to leave New York on 2 October 
oarrving tne^ first FIEND leaflet to Greece to arrive 6 October, Subject 
to/ J ability to lay the matter on^ the plane would stop at 

Frankfurt, Germany, and there take on the six Dreamers coming from 
France ferrying them also to Greece. There are several problems in- 
volved, among which are those posed by getting the Dreamers out through 
German Immigration inspection and bringing them into Greece discretely.
